THE MABOA TRAGEDY, 


Fatal Ending of the Maroa Shoot- 


ing Affray of Sept. 6th. 


Joseph Cooper Dead—John Adamu In 


Jan—Verdict of the Coroner's Jury. 


Tlio not uuexpcotod news of the death 


of Joseph Cooper, the respected mid well- 
»-do farmer, who was shot through the 
eft breaot with a 38-calibre Bmitb & 
Wesson revolver nt Mnroa, on Thnrsdny 
evening, Sept. Gth, by John Adams, a 
policeman, wus received in Deoutur Sat- 
irdny uight at nbout 7 o'clock, Mr. 
3ooper, who hud lingered between hfo 
md death fjr 10 long and weary days, 
died ot traumatic erysipeliis, nud puH«ed 
iwny peacefully with his wife, children 
and friends nt his bedside. Tho deceased 
wns n man well liked by the peoplo ot 
tfnroa and vicinity nud uli vied with each 
ithor in tho performuuce ot kindly doeds 
lint would in any manner administer to 
iis comfort. But tho deadly bullet hud 
.iimsod through his body, nud though it 
vaa removed and tho best of. surgeons 
mil cured for hiru, and his wife nnd 
riends had rernniued with him constantly, 
II weut for naught except to prolong hi» 
ifo n few brief duys. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Cooper 


,vim iu Uocatur ou iSopt. Oth, nnd had 
tteuded tho eoniity fair then iu progress, 
lo WHB a man addicted to the moderate 
IBO of liquor, nnd ou his way homo he 
topped in Muroa, nud while thero he had 
oiiio words with John Adams, which 
iidod in tho latter pnlliiiu out his rovol- 
er and shooting tho former throrRh tho 
roast directly above the heart, nipping 
he top of the left lung.

nrriago and took Adams in custody, 
.'hey arrived none too soon for on all 
idea thero were hcnid ugly niutteriugs 
mon« the indignant people, who felt and 
iverred that tho shooting wan unprovoked 
ud tlmt the deed wan u cold-blooded 
murder.
